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Residents Get Rabies Shots; 
More Sick Animals Sighted

Several Greenbelt residents 
have begun a series of rabies 
shots following Prince George’s 
County Animal Control tests 
showing that the gray fox which 
bit them on April 16 was indeed 
‘rabid. (See the News Review of 
April 20.) Most recently, police 
reported that on the afternoon of 
April 24, they responded to a call 
reporting a sick fox near 7800 
Hanover Parkway. The fox soon 
died and was removed for testing 
by Animal Control. The evening 
of the same day, a citizen called 
police to report a fox which was 
foaming at the mouth near 
McDonald Field in the 7 court of 
Southway. An officer shot and 
killed it, after which Animal Con- 
trol removed the carcass. Test 
results on the two foxes showed 
them not to be rabid. 

Officers responding to a “sus- 
picious sick raccoon” call in the 
8100 block of Mandan Road on 
April 20 destroyed the animal. A 
test showed it was not rabid, but 
had distemper. 

“There have been no vaccine 
failures in the U.S. when the vac- 
cine was given promptly after an 
exposure,” the federal Centers for 
Disease Control (CDC) states. 
After exposure, one dose of im- 
mune globulin and five staged 
doses of rabies vaccine are given 
over a 28-day period, the shots, 
much like flu shots, being given 


in the arm. Adverse reactions 
are uncommon. 
Raccoons, Bats Suspect 

In a recent telephone inter- 
view, County Health Officer Art 
Thacher said that rabies is 
“prevalent” in the raccoon popu- 
lation of Prince George’s County, 
and migratory bats “are always 
suspect” as well. In 1999, he 
said, 19 raccoons in the county 
tested positive for rabies, as did 
two foxes and two domestic cats. 
Thus far this year, nine raccoons 
and one fox (Greenbelt’s) have 
been found rabid by the county, 
Thacher noted. 

According to CDC statistics, 
less than 10% of reported rabies 
cases involve domestic animals, 
with cats, dogs and cattle the ani- 
mals most often reported rabid. 
However, Thacher cautioned,

“People need to be fastidious 
about immunizing their pets. 
They get busy or they forget, but 
getting that rabies shot for a dog 
or cat or ferret is vitally impor- 
tant.” 

Also important for prevention 
is keeping cats and ferrets in- 
doors and dogs under direct su- 
pervision, the CDC advises, as 
well as spaying/neutering to keep 
down the number of unwanted 
pets and calling Animal Control 
to remove strays, since they 
could be unvaccinated or ill. It 
is very important that children be 
taught never to handle unfamiliar 
animals, wild or domestic, even 
if they appear friendly, and no 
attempt should be made to try to 
nurse sick animals to health. 
Further, the CDC advises, “Do 
not handle, feed or unintention- 
ally attract wild animals with 
open garbage cans.” 

What to Do if Bitten 

An effective means of decreas- 
ing the chance of infection after a 
bite, the CDC notes, is immediate 
and thorough washing with soap 
and water. The rabies virus trav- 
els from the location of the bite to 
the brain by moving within 
nerves. An animal does not ap- 
pear ill during an incubation 
period which may last weeks to 
months, and a bite by an animal 
during this time does not carry 
the risk of rabies because the vi-

Rally Seeks Jaeger Tract 
Purchase for Greenbelt Park

A rally kicking off an area- 
wide campaign urging the federal 
government to acquire and incor- 
porate the remaining undeveloped 
Jaeger tracts into Greenbelt Park 
will be held on Saturday, May 6 
at 11 a.m. Spearheaded by the 
Westchester Park Civic Associa- 

' tion, the event will take place on 
Westchester Park Drive, near.the 
17.4-acre Jaeger site which abuts 
the 1,100-acre federal park. Pri- 
vately owned, this parcel of 
meadow and woodlands and a 
3.7-acre tract along Kenilworth 
Avenue are the last remaining 
buffers to the park, one of the 
few urban national parks in the 
United States. 

Comprising two residential 
high-rise towers, townhouses and 
garden-style apartments, 
Westchester Park complex is lo- 
cated on almost 56 acres at 
Kenilworth Avenue’ (near 
Greenbelt Road) and Westchester 
Park Drive. It is an unincorpo- 
rated area of Prince George’s 
County. 

Over the past several months, 
the major focus of the civic asso- 
ciation has been a petition and 
letter-writing drive. Letters to 
elected federal and state officials 
seeking federal acquisition of the 
Jaeger properties to expand the 


present borders of the park have 
also been sent by the municipali- 
ties of Greenbelt, Berwyn 
Heights, New Carrollton and Col- 
lege Park. 

At the civic association’s an- 
nual meeting on March 14, 
strong support for integrating the 
open space parcels into Greenbelt 
Park was received from County 
Councilmembers Audrey Scott of 
District 4, which includes 
Westchester Park, and Walter 
Maloney of District 1, Mayors 
William Armistead of Berwyn 
Heights and Anna Ferguson of 
Riverdale Park | and 
Councilmembers Steve Brayman 
of College Park and Thomas X. 
White of Greenbelt. 

Concern was expressed over 
the increased pressures of devel- 
opment in the Greenbelt Park 
area and the importance of the 
park as an invaluable resource to 
the communities, the Washington 
Metropolitan Area and visitors 
from across the country. Incor- 
porating the Jaeger tracts into 
Greenbelt Park, speakers urged, 
will protect the park, the environ- 
ment and air and water quality. 

Scott said, “It is important for 
the Park Service to look at this 
issue from a different prospective. 
Unlike Grand Canyon, Greenbelt 


Park may be small, but in this 


area it is very large — a total 
green area with campgrounds in- 
side the beltway. Because it has 
a unique classification, it should 
be a priority for acquisition.” 

Maloney urged the association 
to pursue funding for the tracts 
from the Maryland-National Capi- 
tal Park and Planning Commis- 
sion which, he noted, has a large 
budget for such uses. 

Over the years the civic asso- 
ciation and the City of Greenbelt 
have vigorously opposed develop- 
ment of the_Jaeger properties. 
They consistently pressed for the 
parcels to be integrated into the 
federal park, which is located 
within Greenbelt’s boundaries. 

In a letter to the Park Service 
dated January 1995, Anne 


MacKinnon, former chairwoman > 


of the Prince George’s County 
Council, said, “Any further devel- 
opment would cause irrevocable 
harm to the Park’s waterways, 
completely devastate the natural 
balance of the environment and 
intrude even deeper into the re- 
maining greenbelt for which the 
park and the neighboring city 
were named.” 

Although the National Park 
Service (NPS) at the time did not 
consider the Jaeger properties a 
priority, the NPS now agrees that

City Police Having Trouble 
Spending Entire Budget

At the Public Safety budget 
worksession on April 19, the 
Greenbelt City Council spent 
much of the time reviewing ac- 
complishments, goals and future 
plans of the police department 
and discussing problems in re- 
cruiting and maintaining employ- 
ees. The council also took a first 
look at the city budget for the 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire and 
Rescue Squad, Inc. (GVFD&RS), 
the police budget and the budget 
for Animal Control for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 2000. Al- 
though Public Safety garners the 
largest piece of the tax dollar 
(more than one-third of all city 
expenditures), the city manager’s 
proposed budget is a slight re- 
duction from last year’s adopted 
budget although it does reflect an 
increase of $103,500 over this 
year’s estimated expenses. The 
total Public Safety budget is 
$5,567,700 of which $5,398,700 
is for the police department. 

Fire Department 

Given first opportunity to seek 
budget funding were Fire Chief 
Randy Krob and GVFD&RS 
President Jay Remenick. The 
yield of a one-cent tax levy 
($53,000) is allocated in the bud- 
get for transfer to the Replace- 
ment Fund where it becomes 
available to purchase fire depart- 
ment equipment and other needs. 
Most expenditures of the depart- 
ment are paid for either out of 
county funds or monies raised by 
the department through its annual 
fund drive, now going on. 

Krob and Remenick would 
like the city to provide an addi- 
tional $22,000 for an 
epoxy\urethane floor coating for 
the fire station apparatus room. 
The city owns the fire station 
building and leases it at little cost 
to the GVFD&RS. 

Previously the city funded a 
$200,000 remodeling and renova- 
tion project of the fire station 
now nearing completion. The 
cost of this work fell about 
$50,000 short of budget esti- 
mates, and the firemen would 





like to use the remaining funds 
for the floor surfacing. However, 
City Manager Michael P. 
McLaughlin advised council that 
those savings had already been 
reflected in his budget for the 
Capital Projects Fund, which does 
not include any new funds for the 
fire department. A new appro- 
priation should be made if coun- 
cil wishes to pay for the project. 
He also suggested that the expen- 
diture could come out of the 
monies set aside in the Replace- 
ment Fund, although in the past 
the council has used these monies 


only for fire equipment replace- 


ment. 
Police Department 

Although Chief of Police 
James Craze has a wish list of 
unfunded expenditures, he made 
no great push for additional bud- 
get funds. (The Greenbelt Frater- 
nal Order of Police will make 
their pitch to the council at a later 
date.) In part, this is due to the 


difficulty the department has in 


spending what is being allocated. 
With the economy booming and 
unemployment down, the depart- 
ment has had difficulty in recruit- 


Ing enough qualified employees to 


fill existing vacancies, and after

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Westchester Park Expansion | 
Opposed by Civic Association

From inside the Westchester 
Park condominium towers that 
are adjacent to Greenbelt Park, a 
vast forested retreat can be seen, 
one of the few areas like this in- 
side the Capital Beltway. 

Robert Crecco, president of 
the Westchester Park Civic Asso- 
ciation, owns a townhome across 
from the park. Recent plans to 
develop the last privately-held 
land parcels buffering the park — 
the Jaeger tracts — have alarmed 
him and other community mem- 
bers. The property is composed 
of two parcels of land totaling 
roughly 21 acres, 17.4 and 3.7 
acres respectively. 

“It (development) is going to 
change the ambiance of the park 
in that area...it would be a new 
community that is going to be in- 
volved with streets, buildings and 
people,” said Crecco. “We have 
deer and other wildlife wandering 
over behind the townhomes. 
There’s one acre of wetlands on 
the 17.4-acre site; it seems like 
poor planning to allow an intru- 
sion into the park.” 

Residents of the community 
who oppose development of the 
Jaeger tract have managed to 
come together through the 
Westchester Park Civic Associa- 
tion. The property is an area that 
members of the association feel 
should be left alone and incorpo- 
rated into the parkland. A survey 
conducted by the association 
found that residents living in the 
community opposed by 3 to | 
development of the tracts, accord- 
ing to Crecco. 

In 1988, there was a proposal 
to build two high-rise office 
buildings and a parking lot for 
1,400 cars. Crecco noted that the 
civic association was able to get 
the land down-zoned in 1989 
from high-rise residential to rural 
residential, which mandates two 
single-family homes for every 
acre of land. 

Crecco stated that the develop- 
ers assured residents of 
Westchester Park that they would 
not build anything on the Jaeger 
tracts if the community opposed 
it. This is not the case today, as 
has been demonstrated by con- 
tinuing interest in its develop- 
ment. 

Jaeger Tract Sale 

According to a spokesperson 
for Chevy Chase Bank, which ad- 
ministers the Jaeger estate, the 
property was sold in March from 
the First Westchester Park Com- 
pany, developer of the 
Westchester Park community, to 
Community Management Com- 
pany (CMC) of New York. 

Reportedly, CMC is affiliated 
with AD and C Management 
Company, which presented sev- 
eral proposals to the civic asso- 
ciation during the past year. 
Amir Ahmad, an AD and C part- 
ner, is associated with both com- 
panies. 

AD and C’s latest proposal for 
the 17.4-acre tract calls for 35 
single-family detached homes 
and, for the 3.7-acre site, two 
garden-style apartment buildings 
totaling 60 units. Since the latter 
site is zoned R-30 (10 units an 
acre), the developer must apply 
for a special exception to build 
adult housing. 

Joe Chang, planner coordinator 
for Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission, 
told the News Review that “no 
application for development of 
the two tracts has been submit- 


ted... 

The Westchester Park Civic 
Association’s ad hoc committee, a 
key player in the petition drive 
and May 6 rally, opposes devel- 
opment of the tract. The commit- 
tee favors the idea that the re- 
maining undeveloped land be- 
come part of Greenbelt Park. 

“We want a piece of the 
money for open space [initiatives] 
from the federal government so 
that the Jaeger Tract can be ac- 
quired by the park,” said Maria 
Cardone, ad hoc committee mem- 
ber. “I think that the support of 
the grassroots movement has been 
successful and that if we continue 
to get the support of politicians in 
this endeavor, we have won one.” 

Congressman Steny Hoyer (D) 
of Maryland’s 5th district is 
aware of the recent developments 
concerning the Jaeger tract and 
has been contacted by civic asso- 
ciation members. “We are cur- 
rently looking for alternatives and 
a solution. It has been on our ra- 
dar screens,” said Debra 
DeShong, press secretary for 
Hoyer. 

Lack of Funds 

The National Park Service, 
which operates Greenbelt Park, is 
already strapped for money; fund- 
ing to buy the Jaeger tract from a 


developer is almost nonexistent, 
according to Jim Rosenstock, re- 
source management ranger. for 
National Capital Parks East. 

“The Jaeger tract has been on 
our screens for a while as poten- 
tially being a part of the park en- 
clave, but it is not a priority dur- 
ing the fiscal year. It might be 
something to acquire, but we 
(Parks Service) don’t have the 
funds to acquire every piece of 
land,” he said. 

Rosenstock did note that the 
park service is skeptical about 
construction and drainage issues 
on the property. Referring to 
Parkside, a similar development 
next to the park, which is situated 
off Good Luck Road, he points 
out that “We were a little con- 
cerned about storm water man- 
agement in that area. I think that 
we were reasonably satisfied that 
it worked, but there was a loss of 
continuous habitat. Those are ex- 
actly the concerns we have — 
how water drains off the prop- 
erty.” 

In an October 21 letter from 
U.S. Senator Paul Sarbanes (D- 
MD) on October 21 to Greenbelt 
Mayor Judith Davis, he stated: “I 
am currently pressing in the Sen- 
ate for legislation which would 
significantly expand the funding 
for both federal and _ state 
parkland acquisition... ”

the land “is an appropriate one” 
In a recent letter 
to Greenbelt Mayor Judith Davis, 
Terry Calstrom, regional director 
of the National Capital Region, 
said NPS was exploring the possi- 
bility that the Jaeger property 
“might be acquired through alter- 
native means: such as in mitiga- 
tion of unavoidable impacts to 
other park lands resulting from 
Maryland State Highway 
projects.” 

The civic association believes 
that, if acquired by the NPS, part 
of the 17.4-acre Jaeger tract could 
be developed as a forested wet- 
land mitigation site to replace, for 
example, wetlands that would be 
lost if Sunnyside Avenue were 
widened, including the bridge over 
Indian Creek, and other improve- 


ments made along Edmonston 
Road.. Still Creek runs through 
Greenbelt Park; Indian Creek 
flows from the north through the 
area that could lose wetlands in 
any widening process, then runs 
to the south through the 
Greenbelt Metro and A. H. Smith 
properties. Connected closer hy- 
drologically than Paint Branch, 
Still Creek and Indian Creek 
both become part of the North- 
east Branch of the Anacostia. 

“This is a strong argument for 
federal, state or county acquisi- 
tion of the Jaeger properties,” 
observed Robert Crecco, civic 
association president. 

The civic association has in- 
vited federal, state and municipal 
officials to attend the rally. All 
Washington Metropolitan Area 
residents are invited to participate 
in “Protecting Greenbelt Park” 
on May 6 at 11 a.m. For further 
information call 301-345-9024.

years of stability is experiencing 
turnover due to resignations. Par- 
ticularly troublesome is getting 
qualified police officers and em- 
ploying and keeping police dis- 
patchers. The department is cur- 
rently short four dispatchers and 
three officers. 
Dispatchers 

With the department short four 
out of the nine authorized dis- 
patchers, the phones and radios 
are operated most of the time by 
only one person, putting added 
stress on the employees and pre- 
senting more serious problems 
when there is unusual communi- 
cation activity as might occur 
during an incident requiring mul- 
tiple police response. Craze at- 
tributes the difficulty in employ- 
ing dispatchers to it being a job 
offering little chance for upward 
advancement. There are only 


three pay grades for this type of 


work. In a competitive job mar- 
ket, people look for the jobs with 
better future opportunities. Craze 
thinks that the city pay rates are 
average or a little below average. 
The best people for the job at this 
time are off-duty police officers 
from other jurisdictions seeking a 
second income. Police dispatch- 
ing, which requires 14 weeks of 
training, can be even more stress- 
ful than being a police officer, the 
chief said.

Craze was pessimistic about 
filling the three officer vacancies 
as a result of the current recruit- 
ing process and bringing the de- 
partment up to its authorized 
strength of 53 sworn officers. 
Although the city received 140 
applications, only 14 managed to 


meet the minimum qualifications, 


pass the police exam and physical 
exam. These remaining appli- 
cants are currently undergoing 
background investigation. In the

past, Craze said, only about one 
out of 12 applicants have suc- 
cessfully made it past the back- 
ground investigation. Misrepre- 
sentations, undisclosed adverse 
information and information 
about drug use are common rea- 
sons for the city rejecting appli- 
cants as a result of the back- 
ground checks. 

The chief expects another re- 
cruitment process to get under 
way shortly after the present one 
is completed. In the meantime, 
the department had to shut down 
its street crimes unit in order to 
activitate its bicycle patrol unit, 
for which the city has received 
grant funding. 

The department is short one 
of three K-9 (officer with police 
dog) units. Although funds are 
shown to be spent in this year’s 
expense estimates to buy a dog 
($4,200), the department is not 
prepared to assign an officer to a 
dog. The chief noted that there 
are no funds to buy a dog in 
next year’s budget. McLaughlin, 
however, pointed out that this 
year’s funds would revert to sur- 
plus and could be reappropriated 
next year, if the department is in 
a position to buy a dog. Or 
council could add it to the bud- 
get before adoption, he sug- 
gested. Davis noted that she 
would add $4,200 to her budget 
wish list for the dog. 

Squad Cars 

The budget proposes the pur- 
chase of eight replacement ve- 
hicles. Craze advised council 
that the city could save $7,000 if 
the department were authorized 
to purchase on-hand police speci- 
fication vehicles from the state 
supplier right now instead of 
waiting for the next fiscal year to 
begin. This would require council 
to agree that it would buy the 
vehicles budgeted for next year 
before the budget was adopted, 
and pay for them in advance. 
Delivery would not be made un- 
til after July 1 and the expense

rus has reached the animal’s brain 
and multiplied, will the animal 
show signs of rabies. 

Any mammal can get rabies, 
but most common animal vic- 
tims are raccoons, skunks, bats, 
foxes and coyotes. Small ro- 
dents, squirrels, mice, rats, 
hamsters, guinea pigs, gerbils 
and chipmunks as well as rab- 
bits and hares “are almost never 
found to be infected,’ according 
to CDC information, which 
continues, “Bites [from these 
animals| are not a risk unless 
the animal was sick or behav- 
ing in an unusual way and ra- 
bies is widespread in an area.” 

As to whether rabies can be 
transmitted from one person to 
another, the CDC cites the only 
documented cases as occurring 
among eight recipients of cor- 
neal transplants. One of the 
cases was in the U.S.; the re- 
mainder were in Thailand, In- 
dia, Iran and France. However, 
stringent new guidelines are 
now in place concerning the ac- 
ceptance of donor corneas. 

According to CDC informa- 
tion, “nonbite exposures” rarely 
cause rabies. These are 
scratches, abrasions, open 
wounds, or mucous membrane 
contamination with saliva or 
other potentially infectious ma- 
terial such as brain tissue from 
a rabid animal. Inhaling aero- 
solized rabies virus is also a 
potential nonbite route of expo- 
sure but is unlikely to be en- 
countered except by certain 
laboratory workers. Other con- 
tact such as petting a rabid ani- 
mal or contact with blood, 
urine or feces of a rabid animal 
does not constitute a nonbite 
exposure, the CDC states. 

“Never handle a bat,” the 
CDC advises, because it is im- 
possible to tell by looking if 
the animal is sick. (If bitten, 
wash and get medica! attention 
immediately. Arrange for cap- 
ture of the bat for testing.) 

Dog rabies is common in 
parts of Africa, Asia and Latin 
America. Therefore those 
travelling to remote areas where 
vaccination might be difficult to 
obtain or those planning to 
work with animals in such ar- 
eas might consider preexposure 
vaccination, which provides 
some protection when vaccina- 
tion might be delayed. 


Redide Alert! 


In spite of the fact that 
the sick foxes impounded 
on April 24 tested nega- 
tive for rabies, all citizens 
are still being advised to 
be on the alert for any 
animals exhibiting strange 
behavior and to STAY 
AWAY FROM THEM and 
call the Greenbelt Police 
| immediately at 301-474- 
7200. 

The Greenbelt Animal 
Warden is also advising 
people not to feed wild 
animals, and for pet own- 
ers to make sure that 
their pet’s rabies vaccina- 
tions are current, and not 
allow their pets to run at 
large. Pets frequently 
contract rabies when they 
are allowed to run at 
large and are bitten by a 
wild animal that has ra- 
bies.

What to Do about Rabies 
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Booklet Gives Information 


The police department has 
available for the public a small 
booklet about rabies which can 
be obtained at the police facility, 
500 Crescent Road. The book- 
let, produced by the Channing 
L. Bete Co., Inc, is suitable for 
children. 

Rabies is a deadly disease 
caused by a virus that lives in 
the saliva and brain tissue of in- 
fected animals. It is spread only 
among mammals — mainly 
through bites. Many wild ani- 
mals have rabies including rac- 
coons, skunks, bats and foxes. 
Stray dogs and cats can also 
have the disease. 

The best protection against 
rabies is to avoid contact with 
all wild animals and keep away 
from stray dogs and cats. To 
protect their family and pets, 
people should have their pets 
vaccinated. The Prince George’s 
County Health Department will 
provide low-cost rabies vaccina- 
tions for cats, dogs and ferrets 
between 10 a.m. and | p.m. on 
Saturday, May 6 at Greenbelt 
Middle School, 8950 Edmonston 
Road. For more information 
and information on other schools 
where vaccinations will be ad- 
ministered call 301-939-2350. 

Other prevention measures in- 
clude keeping pets confined to 
the owner’s premises and never 
feeding a pet outdoors. If a pet 
should be bitten notify the vet- 
erinarian and the county health 
department or Greenbelt police 
(301-474-5454). 

Some of the signs of rabies 
are: shyness or unapproachability 
by the animal, sluggishness, con- 
fusion and depression. Or the 
animal may become excitable, 
irritable and aggressive. Other 
Signs are daytime activity by 
normally nocturnal animals, 
staggering, weakness and paraly- 
sis, a change in the sound of an 


animal’s voice, inability to eat or. 


drink, drooling and/or convul- 
sions and frothing at the mouth. 
Anyone who notices an animal 
with signs of rabies should steer 
clear, and call the police or the 
health department.

If Bitten 

If bitten by a wild or stray ani- 
mal, wash the wound thoroughly. 
Call the police at once. If possible 
and safe to do so, tie up, trap or 
confine the animal. If necessary, 
kill the animal but do not damage 
its head as its brain tissue may need 
to be tested. If the animal is 
someone’s pet, get the owner’s 
name and address, if possible, and 
ask for proof of vaccination. Call a 
physician at once. He or she can 
determine if it is necessary to take 
rabies shots which now involve 
fewer shots and little, if any, dis- 
comfort. Be sure the bite is re- 
ported to the police, animal control 
officer or county health department.

Enters a New Millennium

Greenbelt is one of 12 com- 
munities in the State of Mary- 
land, and over 500 nationwide, 
to be recognized as an official 
White House Millennium Com- 
munity. The President and 
First Lady are sponsoring this 
program to encourage commu- 
nities to reflect upon this 
unique moment in history, and 
what it means to their unique 
community’ heritage.
